To  the  Chairman  .md  Councillors  of  the 
Croft  Rural  District  Ccuncil, 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1955* 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  is 
3,400  compai’ed  with  2,470  at  mid~year  1954>  the  births  numbered 
37  as  compared  with  52  in  1954  and  the  rate  at  13.88  is  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (15.00). 

Deaths  numbered  21  against  16  in  1954  and  the  ra.te  at 
11.02  is  again  lower  than  the  National  figure  (11. 70). 

There  was  one  infantile  death  a male  child,  aged  6 months, 
who  died  from  infantile  gas tro- enteritis,  and  the  Infantile  death 
rate  at  27.02  compares  with  the  National  rate  at  24.90. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  no  maternal  deaths  diiring  the  year; 
the  chief  cause  of  death  was  hesnt  disease  (9  deaths);  four  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer,  and  four  to  vascuJLar  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system.  No  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  tuberculosis. 

Small  outbreaks  of  measles,  mainly  in  the  months  of  June 
and  July,  occurred  chiefly  at  Croft  and  Dalton-on-Toes  with  22  cases 
notified;  and  in  this  corinection  1955  was  a “Measles  year"  in 
England  aiid  Wales. 

Outbreaks  bi  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  March  and  October, 
at  Ko.lifax  Site, ' D'alton-on-Tees,  chiefly  a household  spread  of 
infection.  Eleven  cases  were  notified  and  considering  the  unsatis- 
factory conditions  prevailing  at  these  temporary  hutments,  it  was  .> 
remarkable  that  the  disease  was  so  limited  in  incidence.

T his  service  is  provided 
by  the  County  Council  from  the  Ainbulance  Station  at  Richmond  which  has 
a staff  of  one  Drivcr/Foremcn,  one  Shift  Leader  and  5 Driver/Attondants, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service  covers  the  Richmond 
Borough,  and  Rural  Districts  of  Richmond,  Croft,  Reeth  and  Startforth. 

Section  26.  Prevention  of  Illness.  Care ^and  After  Core. 

T he  work  of  vaccination  and  immunisation,  together  with  the 
advice  spread  by  those  vjorking  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  Inspectors, 
Midwives,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officers,  Doctors  and  Nurses, 
must  all  have  a beneficial  effect  on  the  general  health  of  the 
community. 

This  service  is  provided 
by  arraugements  with  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  and  during  1955 
no  applications  for  this  service  was  received,  in  1954  two  cases 
received  850  hours  service.

Social  Conditions  riicl  area  is  primarily  an  agricultural 

one  with  scattered  sand  and  gra/el  quarries. 


There  is  a ■Jisusrei  ’J  .ir-nime  R.A.F.  Station  v/ith  hutted  sites, 
adjacent  thereto.  The  Ac'-olc’CLe  is  now  used  ty  the  R.A,?.  in  conjunc- 
tion with  their  Station  at  Gocsepool,  iiiddleton-Gt. George  in  the 
adjacent  Rural  District.  Pcj*t  ci  the  airfield  is  still  used  by  the 
Darlington  and  District  Aero  Club. 


Some  of  the  hutted  sites  ore  still  occupied  hj  squatters  as 
temporary  housing  quart.-.rs,  special  reference  to  this  is  made  later  in 
the  report. 

A high  level  of  employment  was  maintained  during  the  year;  un- 
emplojanent  in  the  area  was  negligible.  Agricu.lturo,  building,  civil 
engineering  and  other  industries  provided  opportunities  for  steady 
emplojTncnt  for  skilled  and  able  bodied  unskilled  workers. 

Water  Supply.  The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  provides  a piped 
water  supply  in  the  major  pant  of  the  Rural  District.  The  penishes  served 
are  Cleasby,  Ciiffe,  Hanfield,  Stapleton  and  Croft,  A bulk  supply  from 
this  authority  also  serves,  through  a private  main,  part  of  the  parish 
of  Over  Dinsdale.  The  Council  take  a bulk  supply  from  the  same 
authority  for  part  of  the  parish  of  Dalton  and  from  Richmond  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  Terirporary  Housing  Sites  (Ex.R.A.F.  Station) 
situated  in  part  of  the  parishes  of  Dalton  and  Croft, 

T he  parish  of  Barton  is  supplied  by  a priva.te  undertaking.  This 
supply  originates  underground  in  the  parish  of  Melsonby  in  the  adjacent 
Rural  District  of  Richmond  and  follows  a line  of  an  adit  from  disused 
mine  workings  being  piped  from  a distance  of  a.ppro’ximat8ly  50  yards 
to  a sump  near  the  entrance.  It  is  piped  from  here  to  a reservoir 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Barton.  T he  reservoir  is  constructed  of 
engineering  bricks  xmtth  dome  concrete  roof  and  holds  appro:\i';i)a.tely  25,0C0 
gallons.  I'rom  the  reservoir  situated  in  the  hiU.side  above  the  disused 
line  quarry  a.t  Barton  the  vrater  is  piped  in  a 3”  G,I.  main  to  the  villa.ge 
a.nd  some  of  the  distribution  pipes  are  of  galvanised  iron  x;ater  tube. 

The  supply  was  original.l^''  in  the  hands  of  the  Barton  Limesuone  OoMpaiiy, 
but  it  is  now  the  property  of  the  quarry  owner,  i'-irs.  li.m.  Eggleston. 
Complaint  has  been  mo.de  in  previous  reports  regarding  the  purity  of  this 
supply  from  ba.cteriological  analysis.  Some  years  ago  your  MedicaJL 
Officer  with  the  Bacteriologist  from  an  adjacent  Public  Labora^tor;’  and 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  caa-efully  examined  the  hea.dworks  but  could 
find  little  reason  for  the  contaidnation  that  was  indicated  in  the 
bacteriological  samples  taken  about  that  time.  It  was  decided  to  keep 
a reasonable  check  on  the  supply  to  see  the  condition  did  not  deteriorate. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  felt  that  it  could  be  improved  if 
chlorination  was  carried  out.  The  ovmer  was  ver3''  reluctant  to  expend 
money  for  this  piurpose  vrhich  he  felt  v;ould  onljr  interfere  with  the 
palatabilitjr  of  the  supply  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  Council  might  at 
some  future  date  be  able  to  acquire  it.  Particulars  of  arialyses  are 
indicated  at  the  end  of  this  section. 


General.  The  main  supplies  from  the  statutorjr  undertakers  are, 

I understand  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  In  the  parishes 
of  hewton  Morrell  and  Girs'B;’-  as  v/ell  as  outlying  parts  of  all  parishes 
there  is  no  mains  supply.  In  these  places  the  occupiers  ane  served  by 
springs  and  wells,  and  bore  holes.

With  regard  to  samples  5 - Up  this  was  in  connection  lAtb.  a 
proposed  Improvenoxit  Grant.  Tho  owner- occupier  is  now  trying  to  arrange 
with  other  adjacent  farmers  to  have  a mains  extension.  There  is  of 
course,  onljr  one  of  the  premises  served  by  the  Spring  which  has  given 
these  unsatisfactory  results. 

Sample  No.  12  was  of  Richmond  R.D.C,  wo.ter  and  was  merely  a routine 
check  sample  and  similarly  sample  No. 13  that  of  The  Byeway,  Kettle  End, 
Barton  on  the  Barton  water  supply. 

Samples  Nos. 14, 15  and  l6  taken  at  South  Farm,  Newton  Morrell 
were  merely  check  samples  where  a new  boro-hole  had  been  installed. 

Samples  No. 17  was  taken  at  the  request  of  the  ovmer-occupier  where 
he  was  suspicious  of  a spring  serving  the  farm  and  as  a result  has  now 
obtained  a water  supply  from  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  Council, 
who  have  a public  main  nearby. 

In  connection  with  Nos. 18  and  19  these  were  merely  check  samples 
and  the  ovmers  ai^e  now  considering  trying  to  find  aJi  a.iternativG  source 
of  supply.

It  is  felt  that  the  source  on 
occa.sions  may  be  affected  imnediatoly  after  heavy  rainfall  and  further 
sampling  is  to  be  caa-’ried  out  in  195o. 


Proposed  Schemes. 


Jolby  Area,  Croft. 

The  Council  considered  the  provision  of  a piped  water  supply  to 
serve  Jolby  Farm  from  the  mains  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  at 

Croft.  The  proposal  would  involve  the  laying  of  3,300  yards  of  3'*  main 

at  an  estimated  cost  of  £6,500  and  the  anticipated  income  would  not  be 

more  than  about  £30  per  year.  The  Council  decided  the  cost  of  the 

scheme  was  prohibitive  and  therefore  they  could  not  entertain  the  proposal. 


Eryholme. 

Mo  further  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  provision  of  a 
mains  water  supplj'-  in  the  village.  I understand  the  Estate  Company  may 
provide  one  or  more  bore-holes  on  their  ftirms  and  when  this  is  done 
arrangements  might  be  made  for  vrater  to  be  piped  to  the  village.  Csjreful 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  a mains  wo.ter  supply  from 
the  Tees  Valloj'  Water  Board  main  o.t  Dalton  and  from  Hurv;orth  and  Meashan 
in  the  adjacent  Rural  District,  and  the  Council  felt  that  the  estimated 
cost  was  too  high  for  the  small  number  of  houses  to  be  served. 


Sovrerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  villages  of  B.'irton  and  Stapleton  have  each  combined 
Sewerage  end  Sev/age  disposal  systems.  At  Cleasby,  Eryholme,  Hcunfield 
and  Dalton  there  are  combined  se^^^ers  \:hich  discharge  v/ithout  proper  treat 
ment  to  ditches.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  llorrell,  Cliff e, 
Girsby  and  Over  Dinsdale,  no  public  sewer  is  a,vailable,  although  there 
are  only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these  panishes.  In  all  the 
parishes  many  houses  have  their  own  cesspools,  some  with  filters,  about 
v/hich  no  complaints  ane  received.  The  Council  periodica.lly  flush  and 
clean  sewers  and  tanks  at  Barton  and  Stapleton  and  the  combined  sewers  at 
iiai'ifield,  Croft  ard  Dalton. 

The  village  of  Croft  is  served  by  a new  Se\^cragG  and  Sewa.ge  Works 
v;hich  was  completed  on  the  15th  October,  1954*  The  total  number  of 
properties  served  by  the  sev/er  is  37  of  which  73  are  connected  to  the 
sev;er . 


The  temporary  housing  sites  a.t  Croft  and  Dalton  (disused  R.A.F.

Maintenance  of  Council  Seuag'e  VJorks.  • 


The  Council  does  not  emply  any  vrorkiDen  apart  from  the  two  men 
dealing  with  the  temporary  housing  sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton.  An 
Attendant,  however,  ho.s  been  appointed  to  pay  daily  visits  to  the  new 
Sewage  Pumping  Station  at  Croft  and  the  maintenance  of  the  Sewage  Works  is 
carried  out  by  tho  two  men  referred  to  above.  These  men  are  also  available 
for  use  in  other  parts  of  the  district.

The  emptying  of  the  Council’s  cesspools  atto.ched  to  other 
Sewage  V/orks  in  the  crea  has  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time  by  the 
hiring  of  a cesspool  emptier  from  Darlington  Corporation.  Difficulty  has 
been  experienced  regarding  the  hiring  of  this  machine  n.nd  it  is  ho’j^d  to 
be  able  to  make  other  arrang  oments  for  the  future. 


Rivers  and  StreaL'.s.  River  Pollution  Prevention. 

Diring  the  year  tho  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  who  are  responsible 
for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  ha^'^'e 
continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  department.  Copies  of 
ana.lyses  of  effluents  from  the  Council’s  works  where  they  are  likelj''  to 
affect  the  rivers  and  streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically.  The  Pollution 
Officer  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the  position 
regarding  now  schemes  for  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal  and  of  ?Jiy  improvR- 
nonts  carried  cut  to  exisiting  works. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  nine  privies  were  con- 
verted into  W.Gs  as  compared  with  five  ixi  1954*  The  Council  do  not  pay 
a grant  tovrards  the  cost  of  W.C.  conversions. 

In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  from  their  Sanitary 
Inspector  regarding  a suggestion  that  grants  be  made  towards  closet  con- 
versions. The  Council  decided  not  to  make  contributions  under  Section  47 
(4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^.

Scavenging.  Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of 
Croft,  Barton,  Newton  Morrell,  Cleasby,  Cliffe,  Ma.nfield,  Dalton,  Eryholme 
and  Stapleton.  The  cost  being  £797  por  annum,  representing  a rate  of  l/7d. 
the  cost  during  1954  was  £759<i  representing  a l/^d.  rate. 

The  Council  decided  to  carry  out  public  scavenging  in  part  of  the 
parish  of  Over  Dinsdale  by  contract  every  month. 

Consideration  was--  given  again  to  the  scavenging  of  the  whole 
district  ajid  estimates  were  ontained  but  the  Council  decided  that  tho  cost 
was  prohibitive  and  in  view  of  this  and  rising  costs  declined  to  further 
extend  their  scavenging  service. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Croft  and  Dalton 
are  scavenged  once  a v/eek  by  the  same  Contractor  at  an  inclusive  cost  of 
l/2d.  per  bin  (bins  supplied). 

Thore  are  no  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council  in  tho  area, 
the  Contractor  has  to  find  his  own  means  of  disposaJ.  and  is  tipping  at  the 
Darlington  Corporation  tip  in  Darlington.
